'International Conference' 

Most European Nations 
Are Represented 



Tonight at 8.30 p.m. the McGIU 
branch of the League of Nations 
Society, with the support of the 
Cosmopolitan Club, will hold a 
meeting in the form of a "Mock In- 
ternational Post-War Conference" 
in the Union Grill Room. The spe- 
cific points of discussion will be 
based upon, the text of the follow- 
ing motion: 

"Resolved that the iiolution to 
the present European situation lies 
in the.formation of a 'United States 
of Continental Europe'." 

The discussion and the adoption 
or rejection of this moUon will be 
conducted by a group of students 
who will represent the various 
countries involved. Each one will 
present a short statement regarding 
his views. The motion will then be 
subjected ^to • amendments and a 
vote will be taken among the "de- 
legates" regarding their support of 
the motion, 

Following this part of the meet- 
ing, the discussion will be opened 
to the floor, and will deal with such 
specific points as':— « 

1. "The extent to which individual 
sUte sovereignity might be relin- 
quished to a central Federal Gov- 
ernment"; • - ; : 

2. "Centralization and unification 



of land, sea, and air communication 
and transportation": 

3. "Discusison as to whether min- 
orities do exist"; 

4. "Other methods of preserving 
of peace and solving international 
problems." 

Since' this meeting is the first one 
held this - year by the League of 
■Nation Society, a short business 
meeting will be held at the beglxw 
ning, and election of new executive 
members will be held. The^ com- 
mittee in charge of the conference 
wishes to stress that the discussion 
is primarily to deal with general 
problems and is not intended to be 
a debate on the League of Nations 
in particular. 

As the discussion is to take the 
form of an international post-war 
conference, representatives of all 
European states will be present at 
the table. They will Include mem- 
bers of the United Nations, co- 
belligerents, neutrals, and the pre- 
sent axis countries. The debate will 
be limited to the discussion of 
broad principles of preserving 
piece and promoting International 
co-operation. Detailed arguments 
regarding individual grievances and 
border settlements will be out of 
order, stated the present executive 
of the Society.

In the years past, it has always 
been the custom in such drives, to 
give a tag, or a piece of ribbon, to 
all students who gave up to (heir 
objective in such drives. However, 
this year, the committee in charge 
has modified this procedure, and if 
reserving the tag as a mark of 
especial merit Thus, tags will only 
be given to those who exceed their 
objective, giving a minimum of 
twenty-five cents. 

That every student on tile eam< 
pus will have every opportunity to 
do his bit in the fiUing of the sheU 
cases, . and will - not . bt- debarred 
from earning his tag, is being as* 
sured by keeping the booths open 
continuously from 8.30 a.m. to 0.00 
p.m. throughout the drive. 

Shell-Cases Reserved 
In order to stimulate inter-facul* 
ty rivalry each of the four shell 
cases has been reserved for the 
money from a specific group. Stu- 
dents have been divided into the 
following groups, each of the first 
two with a group objective of 
$160.00, and the last two with ob- 
jectives of $80.00 each. 
Group 1: Engineers and CAUCs, 
Group 2: R.V.C.; 

Group 3: Arts Science and Com« 
merce;

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Dr. Martin Speaks 
Ât Mace Circle 

Claimi Classics 
Overlooked in 
Pre>med Education 

"Present-day pre-medlcal educa- 
tion tends to overlook the study of 
the classics, with the result that 
the doctors turned out arc mere 
technicians," Dr. C. P. Martin, Pro- 
fessor of Anatomy, told the Mac- 
cabean Circle yesterday afternoon. 

The important aspect of a cul- 
tural éducation has today been 
largely superseded by a specializa- 
tion in scientific subjects. Dr. Mar- 
tin continued. "This tends to pro- 
duce a narrowness in outlook," 
whereas a study of the classics 
would lead to the development of 
doctors with a more understanding 
attitude towards their patients. 

A. discussion period followed Dr. 
Martin's talk, during which the 
speaker ans\vercd questions from 
the floor. One of these was whether 
a cultural background could be ac- 
quired after training in medicine.

This morning sees the appearance of 
four six-pounder anti-aircraft shells at the 
campus crossrondK. At the moment they 
arc empty, but in three days they will be 
filled with nicklcs, contributed good-nat- 
uredly from the pockets of the students of 
McGill. Using the wise old principle that 
"the robb'd who smiles, steals something 
from the thief," the War Council has dis- 
covered that students, who are, after all, 
just human beings, don't mind being re- 
leased from twenty or thirty cents if they 
can have the fun of laying pennies along a 
line, or stringing up an effigy of Hitler in 
return for it. This year's means of painless 
extracting is another happy choice on the 
part of the Council. 

And yet, although we don't mind giv- 
ing up a package of cigarettes or doing 
without an extra chocolate sundae, and al- 
though we get a kick out of dropping four 
nickles into a receptive shell, we must not 
lose sight of the deeper, worthier signifi- 
cance of what we are doing. The momen- 
tum of the Allied war machine may not 
appear to gain much impetus through the 
addition of four hundred dollars from stu 
dents at McGill but the fact that every 
single member of a student body of three 
thousand cared enough to contribute 
twenty cents toward a cause they believed 
in is of outstanding importance. For we 
must remember this. The first man killed 
by Hitler's henchmen appears a small loss 
in comparison with the three millions who 
have been murdered since; yet the death 
of that man was like the shadow that prC' 
cedes all those who have turned their 
backs on the sun. It was the symbol of a 
group of power-mad men who were to dC' 
stroy in like manner all peoples who did 
not worship their mangled cross. 

What is the connection? Well, we must 
throw light into the shadowed places of 
the earth. We must reiterate our pledge to 
prove worthy of those who were sacrificed; 
we must reconsecrate ourselves to the 
cause of the living men and women in need 
throughoift the world. And every way in 
which we do this) every way in which we 
keep ourselves aware of the work to be 
done . . . even if it is only by the plunking 
of four, nickles into a munition shell ... is 
a w^]||tlMi leads us to the unlocking of the 
gates bf consecration camps and the tear' 
ing down of ghetto walls. For if a brave 
new world is to arise from the ruins of 
the old, it will have to be based on a wide 
inspired vision of the fundamental worth 
and irrevocable rights of every man that 
walks upon the earth. We must see that 
above all, we owe allegiance to the whole 
family of the human race, and only after 
that allegiance is paid, have we the right 
to support the \vill8 of the individual 
countries of the world. It is because mis 
lead men of Germany, and Italy and Japan 
believed in , the pernicious sophisin of "My 
country, fight or wrong" that they did not 
defy the men in power in order to upholc 
what they knew to be just.

'Dark Eyes' at MKT Is Hilarious and Well-done 
Farce — Malcuzynski Scores in Recital — 
EngUsh Department Play Outstanding 
Success -T- Original Music at RVC 



AT THE MRT 
A top-notch farce centering around the 
antics of three mad Russian women and their 
unusual invasion of a siald middle class Amer- 
ican home opened at the MRT last Saturday 
night, and will continue there throughout the 
week, including a matinee this Saturday. Writ- 
ten by Elena Miramova in collaboration with 
Eugenie Lcontovitch, "Dark Eyes" offers MRT 
comedians an outlet for their talents, an outlet 
of which they take full advantage with praise- 
worthy results. 

The plot ot the play Is almost a still-shot of 
a phase in the lives of its players, but plot or 
no plot there is never a dull moment thanks to 
the.racy and naughtily spiced dialogue ot the 
playwrights. In brief, a Washington-weary 
business man comes home for a restful week- 
end to discover his son turned down by the 
army, his daughter about to marry a Russian 
"prince", and his home taken over by the 
'prince's" three women-friends formerly from 
the gallant Red-land and more lately from 
some dramatic misadventures on the New York 
stage. But the naive and charmingly "cracked" 
doings of the three women who believe re- 
spectively in the glory o£ Russia, the will of 
God and the talking-ability ot tiie American 
dollar, soon win over the'whole household with 
their well-meaning faux-pas and the audience 
with their war over what Tchaikowsky has 
meant to the Russian people. 

Leading the feminine Russian trio is Joy 
Lafleur as the worldly-wise, flippant Natasha. 
Mrs. Lafleur's return to the MRT stage after an 
absence of two years Is a very happy one for 
the is an expert at shooting the salient humor 
shots in her lines. Completely at ease in her 
unconventional role and completely consistent 
throughout the play, her performance was dell> 
nllely one of the highlights o£ the evening, 
Sharing honors with Mrs, Lafleur, is Rosanna 
Seaborn as the altruistic, girlishly halve Tonia 
Miss Seaborn gives a sincere restrained inter< 
pretation of a character which in less experi- 
enced hands might have resulted in an unwar- 
ranted coy female or. a whining Ophelia. A^ 
the third of the trio, Nina Arbouzoff adds color 
and rhythm to an already colorful part.. 

Leading the male cast, both as to size of 
role and as to ability, is Adolph Mueller who 
amusingly and dashingly portrays the un 
abashed Russian "prince". A newcomer to the 
MRT stage, Mr. Mueller's debut promises many 
more first rate performances. John Frlmm's 
characterization of , the irate and tired business 
man was a little shaky at first but gradually 
became another ot the finely sustained roles ot 
the play. Richard Spohr, making a very hand' 
some irresponsible son showed some tendencies 
to overact, doubtlessly due to the diffictilty of 
giving life to a stereotyped ultra-natural role. 
Betty Treglown gave a slightly self-conscious 
touch to the personality ot the misused sweet- 
heart and daughter, and Stella Sprowell had the 
forglveable fault ot her youth to cope with in 
her role of the grandmother, but both showed 
an xmderstanding and ability that permitted 
their lesser faults to fade Into tha background. 
Victor Philips and Germaine Bernier,^the|two 
Negro members of the cast, prbvidèd^atmc»' 
phcre with their spasmodic entrances and in- 
imitable grins, 

AU in. all, from the point ot view of the 
acting, the excellent costumes and the adequate 
settings, this 84th major production of the 
MRT may be considered another success in 
their long dramatic series, and two and a half 
hours of enjoyable entertainment for play-going 
Montreal. — M. H. £.

AT MOYSE HALL 
McGlll and its Department of English may 
well be proud of the brilliant presentation of 
"Gammer Gurton's Needle" by the Class of 
English 13. . , . Staged oti Friday evening, this 
old comedy, j^was primarily for the guidance 
and enteirtàlnmènt of English 2, to say noth' 
ing of other drama-hungry students who mau' 
aged to effect an entrance Into the almost 
packed confines of Moyse Hall. 

"Gammer Gurton's Needle," attributed to 
William Stevenson, was first acted in 1568 and 
is the only early English university comedy 
extant in the vernacular. As such, with its 
Elizabethan phraselogy and subtleties, its in 
•tcrpretation for a modem audience was no 
easy matter. Nevertheless, under Mr. John 
Dando's masterful direction, it was resurrected, 
revivified, and warmly received by an appro 
dative audience. . . . 

Set in a quaint, bucolic village, "Gainmer 
Gurton's Needle" is centred around the frantic 
search for a missing needle. Hodge's ragged 
trousers clamor for repair and, to complicate 
matters, the rogueisly Diccon puts the onus for 
the nUsslng needle on the robust Dame Chat 
The mere fact that the cast, In true Elizabethan 
fashion. Is entirely male, adds to the general 
hUarity. 

Ganuner Gurtpn is superably portrayed by 
J. Campbell Lalng.' He and Albert Silverman— 
the rascally Siccon— are outstanding in the 
cast. Kenneth Anderson has done a fine Job as 
the awkward Hodge, while Robert Gill is quite 
fetching as Tib, Gammer Gurton's beautiful 
and fearful maid. James O'Reilly is exceUent as 
Dame Chat, who wreaks physical vengeance 
upon Gammer Gurton in an uproariotu scene, 
Outstanding ability was also shown by the rest 
of the cast— Leslie Murad as Doctor Rat, the 
curate, Stanley Winthrope as the Judge, and 
Bruce Raymond as Doll, Dame Chat's maid. 

"Gammer Gurton's Needle" was definitely a 
success. ... It was highly entertaining and, 
more Important, furnished students with 
visual impression of early English drama far 
more tangible than what might be acquired 



from reading a play in script form. With the 
excellent theatrical facilities of Moyse Hall 
which lie dormant for the greater part ot the 
year, It Is certainly to be hoped that English 
13 will carry on lis good work with the pro- 
duction of many more , plays. > These would ac- 
complish a dual purpbse'àt a university which 
Is becoming increasingly drama-conscious.

AT THE ST. DENIS 

Last Friday night France-Film' presented the 
Polish pianist Witold Malcuzynski in recital. 
Mr. Malcuzynski opened his program with 
Bach's Chromatic Fantasy and Fugue, which 
he played with great understanding, bringing 
out the fast runs- of the Fugue to great advant- 
age. The next work on the program was Uszt's 
Sonata In B minor, which has, not without 
reason, the reputation of being very difficult 
Mr. Malcuzynski certainly did not seem to be 
perturbed by this, and played beautifully and 
with great energy. Although the sonata is 
played without interruption. It is subdivided 
into four sections. The first one, called In 
troductlon, is marked Allegro energico, and 
starts with a crescendo phrase, which requires 
both power and technique to do it Justice; It 
can hardly be said that Mr. Malcuzynski lack 
ed either. Without any warning the music 
changes to a pianissimo Andante sustenuto. 
which, after the "Fugato", again breaks out into 
a vigorous Allergo energico. Again Mr. Mal- 
cuzynski exhibited his extraordinary skill and 
understanding as he finished the far gentler 
'Epilogue" -M'ith great finesse and beauty of 
tone. 

Then followed two Mazurkas by Szymanow- 
ski. It was the first performance of these 
works in Montreal, and they were also entirely 
new to this reviewer:.though well played, the 
two pieces did not seem to be particularly Im' 
prcsslve, though they did have that particular 
Polish rhythm so well known from the works 
of Chopin. Scriabine's'two Etudes in C sharp 
minor and E flat nUnor followed. It is inter 
esting to record here, that though these two 
works made a favoturable impression on this 
reviewer, everything was oversliadowed by Mr. 
Malcuzynski's interpretation of the four works 
by Chopin and his five Chopin encores which 
followed. He played the C minor Nocturne, th« 
Etude No 4. Opus 10, and Opus 25 in C sharp 
minor, the E minor Waltz and the Scherzo In 
C sharp minor. Among the encores, there were 
such favourites as the Nocturne in F and the 
C sharp minor Waltz. This was surely one of 
the most outstanding interpretations which 
Chopin Jias ever been given, and it can only 
be hoped that Montreal audiences will be, so 
fortunate as to be able to hear tifr. Malcuzyn- 
ski's brilliant playing again in the near future.

AT RVC 

Those who did not come to listen to an 
evening^oi^original compositions by McGill 
graduates missed a great deal— and there were 
many who did not The R.V.C. common-room 
proved a very harmonious setting for some 
very good chamber music, made jwtsible by 
Dean Clark of the Conscrvatorium. 

Violet B. Archer played a sonatina, varia- 
tions on a Canadian folk-song, and a trio sonata 
for piano, flute, and clarinet, assisted by Ralph 
Moore and Hazel Frank.

The second composer on the program was 
Alexander Brott whoj brought along bis well 
known quartet . His "Ritual" and bis Para- 
phrase on "Peter and the Wolf* were rightly 
very well received. In general, wlwt appealed 
most to this reviewer was the total absence of 
sophistication from the music of these two com 
posers. 

During intermission, some very beautiful 
coloured slides were shown, taken by Dr.

Lillian Hellman ("The Children's Hour 
"The Little Foxes") has for many years been 
known as one of the most brilliant writers in 
all the American theatre; and the screen ver 
slon (on whicb she collaborated) of her third 
great success, "Watch on the Rhine", is yet 
another laurel on her brow.

Dear Sir: 

In view ot the considerable pub- 
lic correspondence recently : direct- 
ed at this department I dioiild like 
briefly to reply, not to Mr. See- 
mungal, who is ridiculous, but to 
Miss Cross and Miss Drayton, who 
are largely Justified and hardly 
more annoyed than they have a 
right to be. 

The whole affair of the Kolessa 
concert is fraught with unfortunate 
freaks of circumstance. Several days 
before the concert, I invaded the 
Gazette library and procured the 
cut of Mme. Kolessa which was 
carried on Page two. Itic night be 
fore the concert in the understand 
ing that a news story was to ap 
pear on Page one, tlie caption of 
the cut was limited to the essential 
details; that story was actually writ 
ten and sent down with copy — but 
was removed by the Gazette in one 
of the last-minute emerjgencies from 
which the overset Daily has been 
suffering all year. After the concert 
I myself saw that story set up in 
type in the Gazette composing- 
room. 

The second unfortunate incident 
was the misplacement as yet un- 
accounted for, of publicity material 
for the concert tent me by Miss 
Drayton. It should nevertheless be 
realized by the Women's Union 
that the Jurisdiction of the Music 
Editor applies only to whatever 
space on Page two the Feature Edl 
tor is willing and able to make 
available. As regards Page one, 
which regularly has many more 
stories than It can handle, the MU' 
sic Editor's influence consists only 
of such personal efforts as he 
might exercise on behalf ot any of 
his publicitees. 

Unfortunately, the department— 
not by choice — is a one-man or 
ganizatlon; it is therefore largely 
restricted to printing contributed 
publicity. The U. of M. Is a esse in 
point; and in addition to their vol- 
uminous releases and their request 
for a v/ldc hearing as a gesture to- 
wards permanent Anglo-French 
amity, they have done McGiU the 
entirely undeserved honour of de- 
dicating one of theU: concerts to 
the students of this University. 

It should be apparent therelore, 
that the misfortune of the Women's 
Union was to a large extent cir- 
cumstantial — though they would 
have fared rather^better had they 
thrown their persuasive efforts In 
person into the nightly Armageddon 
over The Daily's news space. 

Nevertheless, I should like to 
offer my apologies to the Women's 
Union, Miss Cross, and Miss Dray' 
ton for their mistreatment, and to 
assure them that early notification 
of their next event will bring them 
the best publicity ot which the facil- 
ities of The Daily's music depart- 
ment arc capable.

The next Olympic games, if 
held, within a year or. two after 
thé 'end of the war, are almost 
certain to be dominated com- 
pletely by athletes from the 
Democratic wartime coalition of 
United Nations. In the occupied 
countries of Europe sports have 
died a violent death. 

Germany and possibly Japan 
may show only a comparative-, 
ly slight decline from pre-war 
standards because In their sub- 
jugation of other lands nutri- 
tional standards for their own 
young men have been kept on 
a high plane, and military 
sports competitions have been 
maintained in much the same 
manner as In Russia, the United 
States, Britain, Canada and 
others of the United Nations. 

But in those of the occupied 
countries which still maintain 
national sporting competitions, 
few young«âtltIetes have been 
developed. Military service, 
forced labor for the aggressor 
nations, and lack of the neces- 
sary food energy have killed 
their chances. It may be another 
generation before these defeat* 
ed nations will be able to de- 
velop another good athletic 
crop. 

The high Scandinavian level 
in some winter sports likely 
will be litOe decreased, even 
among men from Norway— oc- 
cupied for most ot the war. 
Skiing comj)etitlon8, for in- 
stance, weris' continued there in 
an almost normal manner until 
they became scenes of nation- 
alistic demonstrations against 
the Germans. • 

Even now, alUtough competi- 
tions are not permitted on a 
national scale, skiing remains 
the national winter sport 
among those men who have not 
been able to escape to carry on 
their country's fight from else- 
where. And among those who 
escaped— such as the men from 
Little Norway in Toronto— a 
high standard of such sporting 
competition has been main- 
tained. 

What has hai^iened in most 
of the other cotmtrles may be 
assumed from the results ot the 
Dutdi National Athletic Cham*' 
pionships, held July 25. Detail- 
ed reports of the con^ietiUons 



that reached this country re* 
cently show clearly the results 
of the' occupation. All winners 
were veterans who reached 
^ their peaks years ago. The 
names, of the young .men in 
their early twenties, who nor- 
mally would be usurping the 
positions of these older athletes, 
were conspicuously nilning. 

Canadian sports writers who 
covered the 1038 Olympics In 
Berlin will remember Osen- 
darp, who was third In the 100 
metres and was called then the 
"World's.fastest^white.man." A 
Nazi police officer now; he won 
the 1943 100 metres easily. Of 
course there is a slight possibil- 
ity he might still have been top 
man under normal conditions. 
But the calibre of his runner- 
ups was even more strildng: 
Chris Beirger, who was at his 
prime during the 1928 OliTTipIc 
games at Los Angeles, was sec- 
ond. 

Wlm Kaan won the 110-metre 
hurdle race in the slow time ot 
16 seconds. He won his first 
championship 15 year ago. 
Another ^veteran winner was 
Bouman, who won the 800- 
metre championship for the 
10th time In the time of one 
minute, 50.1 seconds. 

This particular athletic field 
in the Netherlands is not the 
only one to suffer. The Haagshe 
Post raised the question a few 
months ago of who would re- 
present the Netherlands In an 
international soccer match now, 
and without such argument the 
editor concluded that it would 
be the same team that played 
Luxembourg early in 1040. 

In Holland's second sport, 
cycling, the situation Is much 
the same. Arlle Vllet, a champ- 
ion sprinter in 1037, Is stiU un- 
challenged in' this dats. There 
have been no good new-comers 
for two years. 

Parallel conditions undoubted- 
ly exist in all the occupied 
European countries. In some, 
such as Greece, conditions are 
much worse. All young Euro- 
peans who were showing pro- 
mise in the first war year pro- 
bably could be covered now 
by this necessarily gloomy sum- 
ming-up:

Football Crowds 
Much Smaller in U.S. 

AeçerâUng to an Associated 
Press report released yesterday 
In New York football attend* 
ance during the season Just 
closed suffered a drop ot 18.4 
per cent compared to 1942, a 
survey of 57 major colleges In 
the United States discloses. 

Hie decline was greatest in 
the South, where a drop of 28.4 
per cent, was reported, and the 
least in the East, 6.4 per cent. 

The national falUng-oft al- 
most duplicated the decline suf- 
fered last season over the at- 
tendance of 1941, which was an 
even IS per cent. 

West Coast crowds, which 
sloughed off approximately 30 
per cent, during the season a 
year ago, dropped only 6.8 per 
cent this fall. 

Despite bie . general^wMtack 
there were Isolated cam^t^â* 
creases. Michigan, whose Navy* 
laden squad banged its way to 
a tie for the Big Ten cham- 
pionship, had an aggregate ot 
230,000 . persons at six home 
games this year. Last season, 
only 206,135 spectaidrs saw 
seven games. 

Much of the Wolverine in- 
crease wes due to the Notre 
Dame game when 86,000 fans— 
■the largest crowd of the year- 
attended. Pennsylvania, with 
crowds ot 72,000 for the strug* 
■ gle with Navy and 70,000 for 
Army, also showed an increase 
but played one more game at 
home this fall. 

Navy, with , its eastern diam* 
pionship elevet), came vfi with a 
(érrifie increase, the Middles 
playing to 182,332 fans in five 
games at hoipe this fall, far sur* 
' pas^ng the aggregate 104,000 
who bought tickets for six frays 
a year ago. 

^Vhile some ot the drop can 
be attributed to the rationing ot 
gasoline and other travel hln- 
drences, some ot it also is due 
to the differences In teams 
which represented the instltu* 
tlon in the two 'years under 
comparison.

at the University o£ New Bruns- 
wick, to the recent request of the 
Senior and Junior students, in the 
Science and Engineering faculties 
that the demands ot military train- 
ing on academic time during the 
term be reduced, as has been done 
at McGill and the University of Al- 
berta. 

On receipt ot a petition from 
these students, the Faculty has op 
pointed a committee to study the 
matter. 

Last week, the question of a re- 
duction in military lectures, to aS' 
slst the advanced students in pur 
suing their technical studies, was 
brought before the S.R.C. and a 
committee was formed to gather 
accurate data on student opinions 
and difficulties and to prepare .a 
report for the use of the President 
and the Faculty committee. 

It is understood by the president 
ot the SA.C. that Mount Allison 
students are also Interested In the 
plan, and he has suggested that the 
student bodies ot the two New 
Brunswick universities work in 
conjunction to have the plan con- 
sidered Jointly by their presidents 
and the military authorities. 

Recently, a few select students 
from the C.O.T.U. and U.A.T.C. met 
with the President to hear the com- 
manding officers of the two corps 
present their reactions to the stu- 
dent proposals. Major Jones stated 
that the C.O.T.C. would suffer a 
severe 16ss if its oitf leers and senior 
N.C.O.'s were free to elect a re- 
duced plan ot military training; and 
that the organization ot k unit for 
such altered training -would present 
certain difficulties with regard to 
staffing and space, Squadron-Lead' 
er Miller stated that his corps, 
while decreased by the move, would 
still be. able to function efficiently 
—and such considerations presented 
no bar to effecting an altered train- 
ing plan. If such were greater good. 
Dr. MacKcnzIe asked in the inter 
csts of the students, the students, 
present to consider these remarks, 
and convey them to the student 
body. He suggested that if the stu 
dents wished the matter ' pursued 
most etflclently, a statement of 
their wishes with supporting rea 
sons be ratified by the student body 
and placed in his hands. 

The S.R.C. committee compiling 
this report asks the full cooperation 
of the students, in expressing their 
opinions and adding any pertinent 
arguments to the following, which 
are under consideration at the 
present: 

1. The advanced technical' stiident 
cannot efficiently discharge'.two In- 
compatible duties at one timéi and 
be expected to* attain the greatest 
proficiency in both military and 
technical roles in his short time at 
university work.. . J ': 

3. It Is; an acknowledged fact 
among students, to be aubstahtiated 
by the professors of the faculties 
concerned, that laboratory work 
suffers - in quality and quantity, 
when its time is restricted by the 
Interposition of military lectures In 
the latter part of the afternoon. 

3. The student who attends lec- 
tures, a laboratory period, and 
mlllUry lecture, thus fills an 8 ts 
hour day. To tliis, a conscientiot^ 
student must add 3 hour* .each eve 
ning for the preparation, of! iàbi re 
ports and study assignments— fore 
ing him to work an amount of time

much greater than the basic 8-hour 
day^ industry, or the average day 
of 'the'^mlUtary trainee. The result 
Ing scarcity of time for relaxation 
and exercise, the constant pressure 
ot his work,' reduces student eftl< 
ciency and morale, and paves the 
way for breakdown'and laUure; Re 
ductlon of the quota of, time spent 
during the academic year oii mili- 
tary lectures could do much to al 
teviate this situation. The examin 
atlon results might well be expected 
to show a remarkable improvement 
with 110 hours increased study 
lime. 

1 Formation of a program ot al< 
temative training tor technical stu- 
dents, would In no way prevent stu 
dents from electing to take the pre- 
sent courses of training in the 
lj.A.T.C. and C.O.T.C. Because of 
this complete freedom ot choice, the 
plan should be endorsed by those 
students w|>o deshre to continue as 
at present ' . 

9. Proposais to limit C.O.T.C. 
training during the term to the min- 
imum' 15 days required at present, 
while agreeable to the students, are 
not sufficient to answer the state- 
ments above. Further, any state- 
ment that present military training 
offers constructive exercise and 
physical training to. sedentary stu- 
dents, Is very open to question. 

6. In view ot the government's 
enlightened policy ot encouragelng 
technical students with monetary 
aid, and requiring that those enroll- 
ed complete their , courses rather 
than answer draft calls, it would 
appear that pursuit ot technical 
knowledge and efficiency should be 
the first aim of the university. That 
military training of some nature Is 
advisable for college students is not 
to be denied. During the first two 
years ot college it would appear 
necessary to have compulsory basic 
training — since basic Is all that 
can be offered ot the highly de 
veloped Instruitlon of modern war- 
fare. It is fallacious however to 
continue to repeat' this basic train 
ing for tour years, when the time 
might be otherwise utilized to great 
er gain, towards the primary tunc 
tion of the university — academic 
training. On the other hand — 
it military Is to be the prime con- 
cern ot the technical student — then 
draft calls should well be heeded 
when received, and the Science StU' 
dent Regulations would appear 
meaningless.

WildHuntlsOn 
For Students of 
Oslo University 

S.S.- Police Search 
Houses After 
Tuesday Action 

(Press Release to Daily, Dec. ! 
2.) — Armed SS-polico have 
started a wild hunt for students 
of Oslo University who escaped | 
Tuesday's action. It is now as- 
sumed that the great majority | 
of students who were not arrest- 
ed arc now fleeing to the 
Swedish border. Swedish offi- 
cials stale .that the refugee I 
stream from Norway has not 
yet increased but emphasize 
that the students could hardly 
have reached the border yet, but 
were expected on the ■weekend. ! 
Despite Kcdicss' attempt to sur- 
prise the students, rumors seep- 
ed out about the imminent ac- | 
tion. 

About 300 policemen took parti 
who necessarily got advance orders. 
These police included men who 
were unsympathetic to the Quisling | 
Government and managed to in- 
form many stiidcnts privately about I 
the impending fate. This explains 
why so many students managed to 
evade the Nazi laws, writes a | 
prominent Stockholm newspaper. 

During peacetime there are three. I 
to four thousand students at Oslo | 
University,, but the number .Is be- 
lieved to have been reduced since | 
the war. 

A protest against the arrest ot| 
teachers and students around Octo- 
ber 15th was signed by 2,500 stu- 
dents, and yesterday it was stated I 
that police arrested altogether bc-| 
tween 1,200 and 1,300. 

The German police continued 
their hunt for students who were 
not arrested Tuesday, throughout 
the following night. Many students 
sought com are thus stilt free. In 
connection with the hunt many 
houses were searched during the 
night 

Actual university quarters are 
still surrounded by armed German 
police forces. The university park 
and part ot Karl Johan adjacent 
university building are closed. 
Streets leading to the closed areas 
are guarded by Hirdmen. 

During the night the majority of 
students were driven In lorries from 
the university to the so-called sort- 
ing camp were so-called loyal stu- 
dents 'were picked out The actual 
meaning of so-called "Loyal" stu- 
dents so far has not been defined 
by responsible quarters reports the 
Swedish telegraph bureau. Many 
non-students were arrested on the 
streets neighboring the univenlty 
Tuesday morning are still detained. 
It is claimed that this Is jusUfied 
because they "demonstrated against 
the arrests of students by expressing 
dissatisfaction". Also some police- 
men belonging to the ordinary Nor- 
wegian police were arrested because 
"they did not interfere with suf- 
ficient determination against the 
crowds which gathered outside the 
closed area.''
